culai couple in question. So that, 
should one say " Is a husband of 
live and -thirty 100 old For a wife of 
nothing-ami twenty?" We ought, 
before replying, to know a little of 
the wife and the husband referred 
to. 

A difference of fifteen years is 
not in itself a barrier. Wives have 
lived happily with husbands thirty 
years their senior. 

In considering thai difference, one 

must first know the wife's age A 
woman of thirty, for Instance, 
marrying a man of forty live, is not 
the same as a wo -an of twenty 
marrying a man of thirty live. A 
man has sobered down at thirty- 
live, but is not less " youthful" nor 
"older" in his habits at forty five.

A mouth 
discharged . inploye of the Institu- 
tion had published in the city 
papers charges affecting Superin- 
tendeni Jones' character and man 
agement, and also Involving the 
trustees and some of the female 

employes The motive for It, to an 
intelligent person, showed it was 

nothing hut revenge. The trustees 
investigated the charges and found 
them wholly untrue Thereupon, 
under plea that the trustees were 

partial, the matter was brought to 
the attention of Governor Han is, 

who ordered the trustees to probe 
the matter to the bottom. This 
they (lid, bill the prosecution 
through the advice ol its Attorney 
failed to appear, on the pretext that 
as the trustees were involved they 
were n, it the proper tribunal locon- 
duct it. They demanded thai Ihe 
State Board of Charities do the in 
vesjiigating, and the Governor so 
ordered. The person who instigat- 
ed the trouble is n hearing man. 
lie secured as assistants two deaf 
mules. Wo will not besmirch the 
columns of the .lor i;\ \ i, with their 
names, lor to do so would only give 
them prominence. 

The investigation began Wednes- 
day morning and closed Friday 

noon. Il was open, in that the 
public was admitted. Every oharge 
was rigidly inquired into and silted 
and nol one was proven to contain 
any semblance of truth in it. Un 

day afternoon, just before ihe in- 
vestigating board adjourned ii cave 
out the following: 

" Wo And that the oharges are 
not, sustained; that they have been 
proven false in every material par 
tieular; and (hat they were prompt- 
ed by malice. In our opinion, after 
exhaustive inquisition, the Institu- 
tion tor the Education of the Deaf 
and Dumb is exceptionally well 
managed and the Trustees and 

Superintendent, togrtbor wiili Hie 
corps ol subordinates, are entitled 
to commendation for faithful and 
effective work in the line of their 
respective duties 

Upon Hie announcement of the 
above there was great rejoicing hy 
all connected with the Institution 
olliecis, teachers and pupils, ex- 
cepting a very few of the aobordi 
nates, who lent encouragement lo 
the plot At recess the teachers 
weui over to Superintendent Jones' 
office in a body and showered con- 
gratulations and hearty approval of 
his just vindication, and he had 

certainly cause to fool assured he 
had had true loyal friends through- 
out the unpleasant or deal he had 
just underwent Hut more affect 
ing scene followed at the close of 
school, which testified more plainly 
than wools how greatly he is belov- 
ed by the pupils. When school 
closed at four OOlOCk, they went to 
the B ('enter, where they cornered 
Mr Jones and each went up lo him 

shook his hand, and demonstrated 

further the approval of the vodiet 
by a dapping and waving of hands, 

thus showing their loyalty lo him. 

During supper, there was another 
scene When Mr. Jones came into 

i he dining-room, as is his custom, to 

look alter their needs, then 

a spontaneous rising of the pupils, 

and Hie Chautauqua salute given, 

the napkins of the tables being 
used in place of handkerchiefs 

The state JowmaX of this morn-

Superintendent Jones' vindication 
of the lying charges: 

" The acquittal of Superintend 

cut Jones of Ihe Deal and Dumb 
school of the charges against him 
is absolute and thorough. This is 
no more than his friends expected. 

Prom the very start those aceusi 
lions were set down as malicious 

and contemptible by all who knew 

Mr. Jones well They knew him 
to be incapable of the things charg- 
ed against him Few men arc 
actuated by higher motives or aie 

more faithful lo moral principle 

than J. W. Jones. 

" lie has made a most faithful 

public officer. There is no institu- 
tion in the state more honestly, 
more conscientiously conducted 

than Ihe Deaf and Dumb, under 

Mr. Jones' management. This has 
been Ihe opinion of those con 
vorsant with i ho Institution ever 

since he has had oil 
faithful a service, so honorable a 
career, should be made the subject 
of so vile and malicious attack is 
simply revolting. There OUghl lo 
be sonic way to punish a person 
who attempts to defame so true a 
man and drag the institution over 
which he presides into the filth, 

"This is a public matter as well

through the mire he was more 
anxious about the institution than 
about himself. He knew he was 
absolutely innocent. He knew Iih 
could prove that. What troubled 
him most were the tatters of a dirty 
scandal hanging out before Ihe 
faces of Hie inmates of the Institu- 
tion, whom he loved as his own 
family. Let us hope, for his sake 
and the Innocent children, these re- 
eo'.lections will be buried out of 
sight. He has vindicated himself 
most completely and there is not a 
stain on his name
